1. The amendment filed 6/19/02 under 37 CFR 1.116 in reply to the final rejection 
has been considered but is not deemed to place the application in condition for 
allowance and will not be entered because: they raise new issues that require further 
consideration and search. 



2. Applicant's arguments filed 6/19/02 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Arguments directed towards the amended subject matter will not be 
considered because the amendments raise new issues that require further search and 
consideration. Regarding the argument directed towards claims 1,12, 20, and 29, 
Jeong discloses a memory partitioned into an EFM demodulation and ECC decoding 
area, track buffer area, and micom memory area in figure 3. Although Jeong does not 
explicitly teach partitioning a memory to allow the memory to be used for compression, 
expansion, and character generation, the general teaching of Jeong shows that a 
memory can be separated into several areas that can be used to perform various 
processing functions.
